2. The Commission hereby finds and deter¬ 
mines that the issuance and sale of economic dev¬ 
elopment revenue bonds in an amount of approxi- 


mately $900,000.00 of the Issuer over and above 
Bonds already issued on behalf of the Applicant 
under the Act for the acquisition, construction 
and equipping of the Projept and the sale or 
leasing of the Project to the Applicant or the 
loan of the proceeds of the revenue bonds to the 
Applicant, will serve the public purposes referred 
to above, in accordance with the Act. 

3. In order to induce the Applicant to pro¬ 
ceed with the acquisition, construction and equip¬ 
ping of the Project, the Commission hereby finds 
and determines that (i) it will take or cause to 
be taken such actions pursuant to the Act as may 
be required to implement the aforesaid financing 
or as it may deem appropriate in pursuance there¬ 
of; provided that all of the foregoing shall be 
mutually acceptable to the Issuer and the Appli¬ 
cant; and (ii) it will adopt such resolutions 

and authorize the execution and delivery of such 
instruments and the taking of such action as may 
be necessary and advisable for the authorization, 
issuance and sale, of said economic development:' 
revenue bonds. 

4. All costs of the Project which may be 
financed under the Act will be permitted to be 
included as part of the bond issue to finance 
the Project, and the Issuer will sell or lease 
the same to the Applicant or loan the proceeds 
from the sale of the bonds to the Applicant 
for the same purposes. 

5. This Resolution shall expire 180 days 
after the date of its adoption unless the 
Applicant either requests the Commission to 
adopt a final resolution approving closing 
documents or requests an extension from the 
Commission, which extension shall be granted 
upon good cause being shown.

FINAL RESOLUTION OF 

FORT WAYNE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA 


WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Economic Development Commission has 
entered into an Inducement Resolution with Essex Group, Inc. on 
September 2, 1982, and has rendered its project report regarding 
the financing of proposed economic development facilities for 
Essex Group, Inc. in an amount not to exceed $5,000,000.00; and 
WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has adopted an Inducement 
Resolution approving the Application- on September 28, 1982; and... 

WHEREAS, Essex Group, Inc. has submitted substantially 
final forms of a Loan Agreement, Bond Purchase Agreement, Note, form 
of Bond, and form of Ordinance, to this Commission and has requested 
this Commission's approval of same, wherein the City of Fort Wayne 
would issue its $5,000,000.00 City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, Economic 
Development Revenue Bond (Essex Group, Inc. Project); and 

WHEREAS, notice by publication in accordance with I.C. 5-3-1 
has been given of a public hearing on the proposed financing of the 
economic development facilities and a public hearing has been held; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Fort Wayne Economic 
Development Commission that: 

SECTION 1. It finds that the proposed financing of economic 
development facilities presented to this meeting for Essex Group, 

Inc. in an amount not to exceed the sum of $5,000,000.00 for 
the purpose of acquiring and constructing an economic development 


facility located in Fort Wayne, Indiana, complies with the purposes 
and provisions of I.C. 36-7-12 and will be of benefit to the health 
and welfare of the City of Fort Wayne and its citizens, and further 
specifically finds as follows: 

a. ■ The' financing will not create "an unjustified competitive 
disadvantage with other companies within the area; 

b. The financing will stimulate the local economy; 

c. The financing will result in creation or retention of a 
significant number of jobs; 

d. The project being financed would not be undertaken without 
tax exempt financing. 

SECTION -2. The substantially final forms of Loan Agreement, 
Bond Purchase Agreement, Note, form of Bond, and form of Ordinance 
for the Common Council, presented to this meeting, which documents 
provide for the issuance of a City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, Economic 
Development Revenue Bond (Essex Group, Inc. Project) in the prin¬ 
cipal amount of $5,000,000.00, maturing December 31, 1992, but sub¬ 
ject to mandatory or optional reduction as set forth in the Bond and 
Bond Purchase Agreement for the purpose of procuring funds to pay 
the costs of acquisition and construction of the economic develop¬ 
ment facilities, as more particularly set out in the Loan Agreement 
and Bond Purchase Agreement, with payments to be made by Essex 
Group, Inc.; the. Bond is being issued to the Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Company in New York (Bond Purchaser) and may be assigned and trans¬ 
ferred pursuant to the Bond Purchase Agreement and the Bond; the 
Bond will bear a rate of interest from the date of issue until 


December 31, 1985 , at 64? of the Prime Rate (as such rate is define; 


in the Loan Agreement), from January 1, 1986 to December 31, 1988 at 
65% of the Prime Rate, and from January 1, 1989 to December 31, 1992 
at 66% of the Prime Rate; are hereby approved. 

SECTION 3, The proposed economic development facilities will 
not have an adverse competitive effect on any similar facilities 
already under construction or in operation in or near the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 4. A copy of this Resolution shall be presented to the 
Common Council.
